Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that the secondary absorbent batt assembly of Chmielewski is not spaced apart upwardly from the 
body facing surface of the primary absorbent batt assembly, it is noted that the secondary absorbent batt assembly of Chmielewski is 
spaced apart from the primary absorbent batt assembly by the sheet of material opposite the body facing sheet of the secondary 
absorbent batt, as shown in figure 5. The secondary absorbent batt assembly, as defined in the instant claims, comprises an absorbent 
batt and a body facing surface. Therefore, when the opposing sheet 706 is attached to the primary absorbent batt assembly, as shown in 
figures 2 and 5, it provides a space between the secondary and primary absorbent batt assemblies. The article of Chmielewski therefore 
discloses all structural limitations of the instant claims. 
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
